Ersan Gulum who studies at Roxburgh Park 
Secondary College is one of the players to look 
out for, "I have had to chose from a number of 
players and the selection process wasn't easy, I 
only had to see Ersan Gulum for a couple of min- 
utes to make my mind up about him, he is some- 
thing special, strong and athletic, great with the 
ball as well, I am surprised he has missed the VIS 
and AIS setup in the past." said Jim Gleeson 


Ersan Gulum a modest youngster who wants to 
study physical education once he completes his 
VCE said he was really excited at the chance to 
represent his state, and was hopeful of making the 
Australian team to tour England early next year. 
"I spent close to a year in Europe, to assist with 


my development hence wasn't apart of the VIS or 
AIS, I have been back from Europe for almost 
nine months, and am enjoying my soccer heaps, 
its great to be back with my family, and there are 
some great people like Doug Marcina and Brian 
MeNicholl (former NSL players) that help me 
develop in the seniors at North Coburg United 
Soccer Club." 


Senior Coach Terry Kirkham is one of Ersan 
Gulum's biggest fans, "He is 18 years old and he 
is unstoppable, his discipline and athleticism for 
his age is freaky, and almost intimidating for the 
opposition teams, if he puts his mind to it, he seri- 
ously can become anything, he is one of the first 
picked in the senior team each and every week, 
he makes my job very easy..." 


Premier League Clubs impressed by what they 
have seen are lining up to speak to the youngster, 
but Ersan has his sights set on one thing at the 
moment, "I am learning a lot playing with expe- 
rienced players at North Coburg and it is a pretty 
hard league, I have one aim at the moment and 
that is to contribute to my teams aims of promo- 
tion. I will consider those options at the end of the 
season" 


Savas Ozdemir who is studies Year 11 at 
Thomastown Secondary College a fast develop- 
ing goal keeper is also a surprise packet for North 
Coburg Soccer Club. "Savas, is just the perfect 
example of how a young person should go about 
conducting himself on and off the field, till three 
years ago, his idol was Michael Jordan, a keen 
and talented basketballer decided that he was 
never going to make it due to his height, decided 
to give goal keeping ago, and his decision to 
change codes has paid dividends." said Hakan 
Dogan. 


In two years, Savas Ozdemir has improved so

Heidelberg's recent winning streak came to an abrupt end 
against Brimbank, which defeated it for the second time 
this season.

Despite the Netherlands impressing in their 
2-1 win over Japan, Qantas Young Socceroos 
coach Ange Postecoglou knows what to 
expect on Wednesday. 

“The Dutch are a pretty quick team and 
played well against Japan,” he said. 


They have some good individuals, but at 
least we know we will be playing a team with 
a structure to its game and I think we match 
that as it’s an identical type of game to ours.” 


In other news at the FIFA World Youth 
Championship, Australian match officials, 
referee Mark Shield, and assistant referees 
Nathan Gibson and Ben Wilson, have 
received their first appointments of the tour- 
nament. The Australian trio will control 
tonight’s Group E match between Italy and 
Colombia in Tilburg. Shield was Australia’s 
lone representative at the 2002 FIFA World 
Cup in Korea/Japan. 


Australia will also have three match officials 
at the 2005 FIFA Confederations Cup which 
commences on Wednesday with Australia 
playing host nation Germany in Frankfurt. 
Referee Matthew Breeze, and assistant refer- 
ees Jim Ouliaris and Matthew Cream, will 
officiate at the eight-nation tournament 
which concludes on June 29.

The 47 year old Kranjcar is a leg- 
end in Croatian football, and made 
his playing debut with Dinamo 
Zagreb back in 1973 at the tender 
age of sixteen. Krancjar netted 99 
league goals for Dinamo between 
1973-83. 


Kranjcar later moved north to 
Austria, where he amassed 115 
league goals and eight trophies for 
the Austrian club side Rapid Vienna 
between 1984-90. He played in the 
1985 Cup Winners Cup final 
against Everton in Rotterdam, 
where the Mersy side prevailed 3-2. 
He finally finished of his career at 
St. Polten in 1990/91. 


Kranjcar was that first captain of 
the Croatian national team in the 
modern era. The historic clash 
against the USA in 1990 in Zagreb, 
where Croatia prevailed 2-1 proved 
to be the impetuous for the current 
Croatian football renaissance. He 
did play one more game for Croatia 
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against Romania, where he man- 
aged to score in Croatia's 2-0 victo- 
ry at Kantridi. 


He coached his beloved Dinamo to 
two league and cup doubles, and 
also guided NK Zagreb to their 
only League title in their 100 year 
history. Kranjcar has Croatia cur- 
rently undefeated and on top of 
European Group 8 in the World 
Cup qualifiers, one point in front of 
Sweden, followed by Hungary, 
Bulgaria, Iceland and Malta. At this 
stage, it looks like a two horse 
between Croatia and Sweden for 
the automatic qualification spot. 
Croatia have four games remaining 
, three away games to Hungary, 
Iceland, and Malta, and a vital 
home game against Sweden in 
Zagreb, which will probably deter- 
mine the top spot of the group. 


Kranjcar's famous nickname 'Cico', 
is derived from Dinamo's mascot 
doll, which is also nicknamed 
"Cico'. Kranjcar lent his image to 
the mascot doll.

The Methodology of Coaching 


A new series by Brian Sinclair. 


Your philosophy and approach, to coaching, 
will determine how you prepare for a game 
and what methods you use. Some will revis- 
it last weeks game and determine what 
needs to done depending on wether you lost 
or won. Some will ignore this approach and 
rigidly stick to some good old fashioned " 
run the bastards" mentality. Some will be 
what is regarded as radical and out of touch 
with the game, to far out to have an impact. 
Well, who cares really, I think I have been 
open in my regard to misguided and out of 
date methods still apparent in our system. 
These practises, if we are to come into line 
with the best, need to change, they need to 
be given a funeral and buried 6 feet under in 
a titanium casket, never to be opened again. 
What matters is you take what is real, scien- 
tific and proven and mix it with your own 
philosophy on how the game is played. 


A colleague of mine once remarked, " it 
wont work, its beyond them". He was refer- 
ring to a suggestion I had put to him about 
introducing technology support to the train- 
ing methods that were currently in place. 
My suggestion was to use a piece of soft- 
ware to allow us to breakdown each game 
played, into multiple parts. This would 
allow each individual and the group to look 
at the " this is what could have happened" 
mode in real time. In other words manipu- 
late what is real and project it into the 
future, in order to see how best something 
can work. Sceptical as my colleague was, 
his undoubted joy at the looks on the play- 
ers faces following our first session in a 
multimedia theatre, was telling. He stepped 
out of the past and into the future, a brave 
new world of technology and surrealism. A 
chance to make players understand in a way 
they cannot of imagined. A chance for him 
to understand in a different way and 
improve as a coach ( my god did I say that 


). 


Whatever your philosophy, embrace the 
things that can help your players improve, 
do not be afraid to "learn". At the level at 
which you coach, do not be afraid to bring 
to your methodology, that which is 
embraced at elite level. Adapt these things 
to suit you, filter them if you have to. Look 


at how and what makes players, quicker, 
faster, stronger, more skilful. Get rid of the 
stupid and mundane, replace it with vibrant 
and dynamic. Let your players breath, don't 
gag them they are not robots. Teach them 
what your philosophy and what it means, 
because, at the end of the day only one thing 
matters, " THE GAME". 


We have a responsibility to ensure the game 
improves, at all levels, and advances in 
technology are not ignored. Logic and rea- 
son have a place in our preparation, don't 
continue to be outdated and boring, don't 
remain true to the "that was how I was 
brought up" mentality. Be innovative, be 
different, be what you are but don't ignore 
technology, it will improve your capacity to 
teach and make the deliverance of your 
game philosophy so much easier. 


I remember watching Nick Rewoldt when 
he was drafted to St Kilda, tall gangly and 
unsure of himself. I have watched how Nick 
has developed into one of AFL's most com- 
plete athletes and a great all-round foot- 
baller. It has not been something that has 
just happened, it was planned. Technology 
has played a massive role in his planning 
and development, it has impacted on his 
and his clubs development in no uncertain 
terms. Nick Rewoldt is living proof of how 
technology works ( and the rewards it 
brings ) and it's place in modern sport, at 
whatever level. 


Planning is critical to your development as 
a coach, don't waste what is available, 
watch other sports and how they use tech- 
nology, see the results. So, next time you 
have the chance, take it. Be something you 
have never been before, different and brave.

Young Socceroos Draw With 
Benin in Opening Match 


Italy: Internazionale are close to win- 
ning their fourth Coppa Italia, after 
beating AS Roma 0-2 in the first leg of 
the final, played at the Stadio Olimpico 
in the capital city. 


Exactly thirty minutes had been played 
when the Brazilian Adriano opened the 
score for the Nerazzurri, before also 
scoring the second goal just six min- 
utes later. 


The second leg of the final will be 
played at San Siro stadium in Milan on 
Wednesday. If Inter hold on to their 
lead, they would win their fourth 
Coppa, after being victorious in 1939, 
1978 and 1982. 


Spain: Deportivo Alavés have official- 
ly become the first team promoted to 
La Liga after their 2-1 victory away to 
Elche in the Segunda Divisi6n on 
Sunday. 


Celta de Vigo had won promotion last 
weekend, but had three points deduct- 
ed this week after they were found 
guilty of fielding an ineligible player. 


Alavés fell behind on 20 minutes when 
defender Nino scored for Elche, but 
three minutes later Rodolfo Bopido put 
the Basque side level. Defender 
Bopido then got the winner at the 
death for Alavés, sending them back to 
La Liga two years after relegation. 


Alavés are best remembered for a los- 
ing effort in the thrilling 2001 UEFA 
Cup final which they lost 5-4 to 
Liverpool in golden goal extra time 
after Delfi Geli's own goal in the 116th 
minute. 


Celta could have secured promotion 
again, but they slipped up at home in 
Vigo, falling 2-1 to fellow promotion 
candidates Eibar. 


World Youth Cup: Title defenders 
Brazil showed a disappointing per- 
formance against Nigeria, while 
Switzerland defeated South Korea to 
take the top position in Group F of the 
World Youth Championship. 


At Emmen Stadium, Brazil failed to 
convince against the Nigerians, lack- 
ing strength up front. Although the 
South Americans did create some 
chances, the Nigerian goalkeeper 
played an important role in keeping his 
side alive. 


Colombia have taken the lead in 
Group E of the World Youth 
Championship in the Netherlands, 
beating Italy 2-0 while Syria and 
Canada held each other to a draw. 


The match between Colombia and 
Italy was of little excitement, but the 
deadlock was eventually broken in the 
78th minute, when Renteria Wason 
put the ball past the Italian goalkeeper. 
Fredy Guarin secured the win in stop- 
page time, 2-0. 


Syria needed just two minutes to open 
the score against Canada, through Al 
Haj Majed. However, the Canadians 
levelled with a goal from Peters Jaime 
in the 31st, to at least earn themselves 
one point. 


UEFA Womens Championship: 
have defeated France to secure their 
first position in Group B of the UEFA 
Women's Tournament, while Norway 
beat Italy to advance as well. 


A draw would have been enough for 
Germany to maintain their lead in the 
group, and for France to avoid losing 
their second place to Norway. For a 
long time, a scoreless result seemed 
to be a likely outcome, but Inka Grings 
finally broke the deadlock in the 72nd 
minute. 


Just five minutes later, the Germans 
doubled their lead with a penalty from 
Renate Lingor, and the third and last 
goal came from Sandra Minnert in the 
83rd minute, 3-0. 


More goals were scored in Preston, 
where Norway defeated Italy 5-3 to 
take the second place in the group. 
Lise Klaveness' goal in the 7th minute 
was cancelled out by Melania 
Ganniadini just one minute later, but 
the Norwegians did have a comfort- 
able lead at half time, with goals from 
Marit Flane Christensen, Solveig 
Gulbrandsen and Dagny Mellgren. 


Spain: UEFA Cup qualifiers Sevilla 
have named Juande Ramos their new 
manager after Joaquin Caparrés left 
the club last week for Deportivo. 


Ramos, 50, will be announced official- 
ly on Tuesday after signing a one-year 
deal at Estadio Sanchez Pizjuan with 
an option for a further year. 


Ramos, who most recently coached 
Malaga in La Liga, will be looked at to 
make some new signings ahead of the 
Andalusian club's European cam- 


paign. 


After being linked with English champi- 
ons Chelsea earlier this year, 
Barcelona midfielder Xavi has signed 
a new deal with the Spanish champi- 
ons. 


The new deal keeps the Spanish inter- 
national at Camp Nou until the end of 
the 2009/10 season. The deal was 
struck after the player's agent met with 
Barga_ sporting director  Txiki 
Bergiristain on Friday. 


England: In the traditional annual 
financial review of the football season, 
the famous global accountancy firm 
Deloitte have confirmed again that the 
Championship play-off final is the, 
‘richest game on earth’. 


No other fixture can rival it in financial 
terms bringing into the winning club a 
monetary prize reward of 50 million 
euros (approximately £35 million ster- 
ling). The winning team this year was 
West Ham United who saw off Preston 
North End to gain promotion to the 
Premiership. 


The funds gained from this single 
game are higher than what Liverpool 
earned for winning the Champions 
League or for what league champions 
earn in any football league in the 
world. 


The Qantas Young Socceroos 
(Australia u-20s) have opened their 
campaign at the 2005 FIFA World 
Youth Championship with a 1-1 
draw against African nation Benin 
at the Parkstad Limburg Stadium in 
Kerkrade, Netherlands. 


The Qantas Young Socceroos domi- 
nated periods of the game, and their 
quantity of chances far outweighed 
that of their opponents but the 
Australians were unable to find the 
crucial second goal. 


Benin’s first half goal from Razak 
Omotoyossi was cancelled out by a 
close range strike from Perth Glory’s 
Nick Ward in the 59th minute. The 
Australians came close to scoring the 
winning goal on several occasions, 
with notably substitute Spase Dilevski 
hitting the post with virtually his first 
touch after entering the field 12 min- 
utes from full time. 


”We are disappointed we didn’t win 
and there are some areas we need to 
improve in but at the same time we 
took a lot of positives from the game,” 
said coach Ange Postecoglou. 


”We were forced to dig deep and come 
from behind, but with a bit of luck we 
would have converted just one of 
those opportunities that we created 
later in the game and claimed all three 
points.” 


The Australians lacked intensity in the 
early stages of the game but came into 
their own mid-way through the first 
half. Vince Lia, Jacob Timpano and, 
in particular, Kristian Sarkies with a 
dipping free-kick, all come close to 
scoring however it was Benin, against 
the run of play through their most 
potent attacking player Omotoyossi, 
that opened the scoring with a hard 
low drive on 32 minutes. 


The equalizer approaching the hour 
mark saw Sarkies’ free-kick from near 
the corner post deflected into the goal 


at the near post by Ward. 


The Australians continued to increase 
the pressure on their opponents with 
the midfield trio of Sarkies, Billy 
Celeski and Stuart Musialik all influ- 
ential. Ward also became an increas- 
ing threat for the Benin defence as the 
match wore on. 


Sarkies came close to winning the 
match in the dying minutes but Ward’s 
pass was agonizingly out of reach with 
the goalkeeper completely exposed. 


The Australians making a total of 17 
attempts on goal (11 on target) against 
Benin’s 11 (3 on target). 


The Australians had the honour of 
opening the 24-team tournament and 
were presented to FIFA President Sepp 
Blatter prior to the match. 


The other Group A match saw the 
Netherlands triumph 2-1 over Japan. 


The Qantas Young Socceroos will next 
play against host-nation Netherlands 
on Wednesday, before their final group 
game against Japan next Saturday.

WITH DANNY INVINCIBLE 


Goal! Weekly catches up with Kilmarnock star Danny 
Invincible who was taking a break from football with his 
club in Scotland recently. 


How did you first get into 
playing football? 

Basically through my father and 
brother. My father’s Italian, from 
Napoli, and obviously a big soccer 
fan, and I used to watch my older 
brother Dominic play when I was 
growing up. We used to get up 
really early and watch the big 
European games live and I suppose 
I caught the bug from there. When 
I started playing, I found out that I 
wasn’t too bad and pretty much 
kept going with it from there. 


From what age did you know 
you could go on and make a 
career out of football? 

I was probably about fifteen. I was 
also really into athletics (doing the 
100m and 200m events) but after 
making some of the representative 
teams in Queensland for football I 
had to make a choice between the 
two and decided to put my energies 
into football. Just before I left year 
12 I had an offer to go to 
Wolverhampton Wanderers in 
England as an apprentice with the 
youth team. After being there for a 
year I realised after what I saw and 
experienced there was no turning 
back. It was hard at first because I 
was too young to drive, I was pret- 
ty homesick, my family weren’t 
around and England experienced 
its coldest winter in 50 years. But 
football was all I wanted to do and 
the passion and the atmosphere 
over there helped me overcome the 
initial obstacles. 


What are the differences 
between Scottish and 
Australian football? 

In my opinion the main thing is 
the youth. When you get to fif- 
teen, sixteen you've got the pro- 
fessional setup over there which 
helps you to aspire to the next 


level. Although our youth sys- 
tem in Australia is quite good, 
unfortunately the code takes a 
back seat to AFL and Rugby 
making it hard for local young- 
sters to move on. Hopefully the 
A-League will give us the plat- 
form to fill that gap. 


Whats the normal routine for 
a professional footballer in 
your position? 

For a normal week without a 
midweek game, you basically 
train every day with Wednesday 
off. We usually train every 
morning from 10 til 1 and then 
participate in a gym session in 
the afternoons. In between all 
the players normally sit and 
have lunch together. The day 
before the match is a light ses- 
sion and then the day after the 
match everyone gets a rub 
down from the masseurs. 


Were you disappointed in not 
being selected for’ the 
Socceroos squad for the 
Confederations Cup? 

It’s always disappointing, I think 
everyone aspires to represent their 
country. I’ve represented Australia 
at all the youth levels and hopeful- 
ly one day my time will come. It’s 
all about opinions, if the coach 
doesn’t have you in his plans, then 
thats his prerogative and decision 
and he’s allowed to do that. I’ve 
spoken to Frank Farina a couple of 
times and he’s told me I’m close 
but basically on stand-by. I’m only 
26 and patient and know I’1l be hit- 
ting my prime pretty soon so hope- 
fully that’ll get my foot in the door. 


What would be your most 
memorable / important game 
and why? 

I think it was when I was playing 


for Swindon Town and in danger of 
being relegated to Division 2. It 
was the last game of the season, we 
had to win and we were playing 
Peterborough. The scores were 
level and I managed to score the 
winning goal in the 94th minute 
with a sweet left foot volley that 
ultimately kept the club up and 
won us the match. Everybody 
went nuts and it also saved the club 
millions of Pounds by staying up. 


Do you see yourself coming 
back to play in the A-League? 
| hope so. | just hope for every- 
ones sake that the league does 
actually work which will obvi- 
ously be good for the game in 
Australia. 


Who was the biggest influ- 
ence in your career? 

Apart from my family and my 
dad especially | used to look up 
to and admire Maradona and 
Roberto Baggio. As far as 
coaches go, Eddie Krncevic had 
a huge impact on me. He gave 
me my chance in the NSL with 
Marconi and instilled me with 
confidence, pushed me in the 
right direction and helped me to 
believe in my ability. The other 
person that made a big differ- 
ence when | was growing up 
was a coach at my junior club, 
Dave Turner. He taught me the 
difference between right and 
wrong on the football pitch and 
also put me on the right path. 


Advice to youngsters? 

My advice is probably that you 
can be as good as any other 
players out there. You’ve just 
got to believe. | know it looks 
like a big stage but if you keep 
going at it and believe in your- 
self there’s no reason why you 
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can’t make it. 


Where do you see yourself in 
five years time? 

| wouldn't mind having a crack 
at continental Europe. Maybe 
playing somewhere like Spain 
or Italy is something I'd really 
like to do. 


Who would be the best player 
you’ve had the pleasure of 
playing with? 

I’d say when | was at West Ham 
Paolo Di Canio stood out and 
always had some tricks. | really 
used to look up to him and he 
was phenomenal. There were 
other good players in the squad 
at the time as well, like Frank 
Lampard and Rio Ferdinand but 
Paolo really stood out for me.

RICHMOND ESCAPES WITH

After experiencing its worse defeat of 
the year the previous week a very deter- 
mined Brunswick City outfit took it up 
to the highly fancied and second placed 
Richmond.
